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REMARKS 

In view of the foregoing facts the Applicant desires resumption of prosecution of the 
application as soon as possible. While the Applicant believes that the apparent abandonment 
of the application was through no fault of the Applicant, Applicant is concerned that further 
delay in prosecution will compromise Applicant's intellectual property rights in the subject 
application and therefore requests expedited processing of this request to resume prosecution 
of the abandoned application. 

Consequently, due regard being taken of workload queues at the Patent Office, if the 
Petition to Reinstate cannot be promptly considered and acted upon, the Applicant requests 
that the alternative Petition to Revive be acted upon forthwith, and that the Petition to 
Reinstate, when acted upon, be treated as a petition to refund the fee for the Petition to 
Revive.
